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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: reference number 26 shown in figures 6 and 7; reference number 28 
shown in figure 1 are not mentioned in the specification. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to the specification to 
add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by 
the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 9 of 
the specification line 12, "jaws 13" should read -jaws 10-; in line 23 "rear surface 
20"' should read -rear surface 20"-; line 24 "front surface 10'" should read -front 
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surface 20'-. On page 10 of the specification line 16 "compressible washer 12" 
should read -compressible washer 22- On page 1 1 of the specification line 5 
"sleeve 23" should read -sleeve 27--; line 6 "fo" should read -of-. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). 
Correction of the following is required: There is a lack of antecedent basis for "a 
bumber element" recited in claim 10. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 2 of the 
claim there appears to be some text missing, "large-" should read -large- 
diameter-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7,1 1-12 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Claims 8-1 0 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the above mentioned 

objections.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. This is simply art of interest and was not used to reject any 
claims in this office action.
